Manila, Alriy 15.—Piorco fighting has 
been going on the last two weeks on 
the Island of Jolo between the outlaw 
Moro chief, Pala, with GOO well-armed 
followers, and troops under the por- 
eonal 
command 
of 
Major General 
Leonard Wood, Pala's losaos thus far 
are 300 killed» whllo those of General 
Wood are seven killed and 19 wound- 
ed. Pala Riul his remaining followers, 
In a o o o r d a n c G with 
Moro tradition, 
prefer death to capture. 


General Wood, 
with 
dotaohmonts 
fixim tho I'itli cavalry, the 17th, tho 
22d and tho 23d infantry and con- 
stabulary scouts, has driven Pala and 
hiß followers Into a swamp, which has 
boon surrounded. 


Pala was a noted slave trador and 
warrior when the Americans occupied 
the islands. Later ho escaped with his 
followers to the Island of Pula Sokar, 
near Borneo. 
One of Pala's leadora 
deserted and took refugo In tho Brit- 
ish settlement at Lahad. Pala, discov- 
ering his whereabouts, Inoided with a 
following and demanded of tlie British 
magistrate that he turn tho deserter 
over to him. 
The demand was not 
complied with, and Pala ordered a 
massacre. Twenty-five persons, includ- 
ing several Britons, wpre killed. Pala 
escaped to the Island of Jolo and or- 
ganized the present uprising. 


125 KILLED BY BIG TORNADO 


Town of Snydor, Okla., Almost Wiped 


Out By Storm. 


Snyder,,Okla., May 13.—All estimates 
of the number of killed by Wednesday 
night's tornado In Snyder and its vi- 
cinity make the total at least 125 per- 
sons. 
The tornado traveled 35 miles, 
cutting a path from a quarter mile to 
a half mile wide. The farm houses in 
this path were demolished and the oc- 
cupants killed or Injured. 
Estimates 
of tho number killed outside of Snyder 
range from 25 to 40. 


Statements that 400 persons were in- 
.^ured are correct, but most of those 
suffered only slight bruises. 


The storm was of the regular twister 
variety, atnd swooped down upon Sny- 
der without warning. It came up from 
tho southwest. 
It cut a swath a half 
mile wide, demolishing everything in 
its path within a distance of 10 miles 
southwest and three miles northeast of 
Snyder. 


BIG GAS TANK 
EXPLODES 


Four Men Killed and Many injured 
at Philadelphia. 


Philadelphia, May 13. — Four men 
wero killed and two-score others were 
more or less seriously burned by tho 
explosion of an immense gas holder at 
the Point Breeze works of the United 
Gas 
Improvement 
company, in the 
southern part of the city. 
The dead 
men are George H. Whalen, a tin 
roofer; Jamos Ogllble, his assintant; 
Owen Brady and Robert Fleming, em- 
ployes of the gas company. 


The gas holder collapsed from some 
unknown cause, and the great volume 
of gas which the holder contained ex- 
ploded v/ith such force that buildings 
within a radius of half a mlie were 
shaken. 
When tho holder collapsed 
Whalen and Ogilble wero at work on 
a fimall building nearby. It is believed 
that when the gas escaped from th» 
holder it was ignited by the tinner's 
furnace, causing a great flame, Thero 
Wero more than 50 men a short dla- 
tance from the tank, and nearly all 
were either badly burned or scorched 
before they could escape from the fire 
zone.

General Wood, 
with 
dotachmonts 
fi'om tho l ‘itli cavalry, tho 17th, tho 
22d and tho 23d infantry and con­ 
stabulary scouts, has driven Pala and 
his followers into a swamp, which has 
been surrounded. 
Pala was a noted slave trader and 
warrior when the Americans occupied 
the islands. Later ho escaped with his 
followers to the Island of Pula Sokar, 
near Borneo. 
One of Pala’s leaders 
deserted and took refuge in the Brit­ 
ish settlement at Lahad. Pala, discov­ 
ering his whereabouts, landed with a 
following and demanded of the British 
magistrate that he turn the deserter 
over to him. 
The demand was not 
complied with, and Pala ordered a 
massacre. Twenty-five persons, includ­ 
ing several Britons, wpre killed. Pala 
escaped to the Island of Jolo and or­ 
ganized the present uprising. 


125 KILLED BY BIG TORNADO 


Town of Snydor, Okla., Almost Wiped 
Out By Storm. 
Sn3^der„0kla., May 13.—All estimates 
of the number of killed by Wednesday 
night’s tornado in Snyder and its vi­ 
cinity make the total at least 125 per­ 
sons. 
The tornado traveled 35 milea, 
cutting a path from a quarter mile to 
a half mile wide. The farm houses in 
this path w-ere demolished and the oc­ 
cupants killed or injured. 
Estimates 
of the number killed outside of Snyder 
range from 25 to 40. 
Statements that 400 persons were In- 
.jured are correct, but most of these 
suffered only slight bruises. 
The storm was of the regular twister 
variety, atnd swooped down upon Sny­ 
der without warning. It came up from 
tho southwest. 
It cut a swath a half 
mile wide, demolishing overything in 
its path within a distance of 10 miles 
southwest and three miles northeast of 
Snyder. 


BIG GAS TANK EXPLODES 


Four Men Killed and Many Injured 
at Philadelphia. 
Philadelphia, May 13. — Four men 
were killed and two-score others were 
more or less seriously burned by tho 
explosion of an immense gas holder at 
tho Point Breeze works of the United 
Gas 
Improvement company, in the 
southern part of the city. 
The dead 
men are George H. Whalen, a tin 
roofer; James Ogilbie, his assiitant; 
Owen Brady and Robert Fleming, em­ 
ployes of the gas company. 
The gas holder collapsed from some 
unknown cause, and the great volume 
of gas which the holder contained ex­ 
ploded v/ith such force that buildings 
within a radius of half a mile were 
shaken. 
When tho holder collapsed 
Whalen and Ogilbie were at work on 
a small building nearby. It is believed 
that when the gas escaped from th« 
holder it was ignited by the tinner*a 
furnace, causing a great flame. There 
were more than 50 men a »hört dis­ 
tance from the tank, and nearly all 
were either badly burned or scorchod 
before they could escape from the fire 
zone.

The original negative is 
made by the lenses of the telecamara 
and represents a very small section 
of the galaxy. Each spec is the image 
of a sun. 
Some of these are much 
larger, whiter and therefore hotter than 
ours, while others are cooler.

white patch in the region to the right 
is caused by confusion and mixture 
of light from thousands of suns, for 
every star is a sun. 
With a micro- 
scope, the minute dots appear on the 
negative so delicate that they cannot 
be copied in a cut. 


If we hold a photographic plate at 
the proper angle with the light the eye 
can detect fine graulatlons of silver 
bromide, if vision is acute. 
Let the 
images of the suns be finer than these, 
so small and closely condensed that 
the full power of the largest, or forty- 
inch, telescope is just able to see them 
separated by minute spaces, they will 
look like points of the finest needles 
glittering In the sidereal vault. 


Let us mount the giant telescope on 
a car on a level track, and start to the 
bank of stars. 
Let our speed be one 
mile per minute, without a stop, dur- 
ing twenty-eight billion years. 
Then 
we will be half way to the Galactic 
belt or band of suns. 
This is on the 
assumption that its distance is so enor- 
mous that light requires 5000 years to 
come 
thither. 
Many 
computations 
based on different methods have been 
made to find the distance to the Gal- 
axy. 


All agree that the mighty void be- 
tween us and the circle of pearl is im- 
measurable 
by 
any 
instrumental 
means. 
But plans resting on gravita- 
tional and photometric theorems have 
been tried by the ablest mathemati- 
cians. 
From a careful study of all 
these. I believe that the milky circle 
is farther away than 5000 light years; 
but in this note that distance is taken 
to be within bonds. 


Light is known with comparable pre- 
cision to move with the utterly unthink- 
able speed of 18(3,000 miles during each 
second of time; so the space traversed 
in one year is 5.67^.000.000,000—nearly 
six trillion miles. If the Galaxy is so 
far distant that light requires 5000 
years to fly across the mighty wastes 
—and it is—then a train moving one 
mile per minute would require fifty- 
six billion years to reach it. 


At the end of twenty-eight billion 
years, at the first station, let us halt 
and look at the stars in the circle with 
the great forty-inch eye. 
The tele- 
scope will spread out the stars over 
four times the space, and their den- 
sity will be one-fourth that of the orig- 
inal plate. 
The telescope, 
however, 
cannot magnify them; they -will look 
like minute points of light without di- 
ameters. 
Now move on during four- 
teen billion years more and the flying 
car will be one-fourth the dlstace as at 
first from the stars. 


This -wIH make the area of the circle 
sixteen times the original, while the 
stellar points -will be spread over it 
with one-sixteenth the first density. 
The great lens will show space between 
the dots to better advantage, for their 
distance will be only fourteen billion 
car years. 


But sixteen times the area of the lu- 
nar disk would be too large for study, 
so let attention be given to the stars 
near the centre at the next observa- 
tion, Avhich is to be made at the end of 
a period of 13,952.472.000 years. 
The 
dots will le well separated on the back- 
ground of space. 
Dispense with all 
these except one, centre the telescope 
on that, and put an eye piece of high 
magnifying power on the telescope, 
and still continue the almost intermin- 
able flight. 


Imagine the star set aside for obser- 
vation to be exactly like our sun, -with 
all the planets moving around it, pre- 
cisely as in our own solar system. 
After the lapse of the 55,952,472.000 
years the distance to this star will be 
only twenty-five trillion miles, a mere 
nothing. It sounds quite familiar, how- 
ever, for it is the distance of the near- 
est neighbor the sun has. 


Still speed on, but count off years 
by millions in place of billions. For, to 
reach the sun from Its nearest neigh- 
bor requires only 47,528,800 years at a 
mile per minute. 


After the further journey of thirty 
or forty million years or so the as.- 
tronomer must not leave the telescope, 
but must watch incessantly for the first 
appearance of the planets in revolution 
around the distant sun. 


The sun is one thousand times larg- 
er than Jupiter. 
This planet shines 
with dull reflected light, and therefore 
cannot be seen from distances of a 
few trillion miles. 
Let it become as 


bright as the sun. 'I hen it is doubtful 
if the telescope on the car would be 
able to see it at first at a loss distance 
than one minute of arc from the sun. 
owing to Its bright glare. But the an- 
gular diameter of the moon is thirty- 
two minutes; so the »first appearance 
of a planet like our Jupiter would be 
when its place would be only one thir- 
ty-second part of the apparent diam- 
eter of the moon. As the distance of 
Jupiter is 483.000.000 miles from the 
sun. the telescope and car must be dis- 
tant 1.660,000.000.000 miles to make 
the 483.000,000 miles subside to one 
mnute of arc. 
This is insignificant, 
a number actually less than two tril- 
lion. 


If to see Jupiter at this distance, a 
world 1283 times larger than the earth, 
taxes the full power of the largest tel- 
escope. what about the earth, ouly one- 
fifth Jupiter's distance from the sun? 
It would be invisible in the fierce light 
and the astronomer would not suspect 
its existence"! 


Let him go on for more than two 
million 
years 
longer—or 
until 
our 
earth's distance from the sun would 
be one minute of arc also. He would 
then be 320.000,000.000 miles from the 
sun and earth. 
Neptune is less than 
3.000.000.000. 
At a distance of 320.• 
000,000.000 miles our earth would still 
be hidden, even if it burned and blazed 
with a brilliancy equal to that of the 
solar surface. 
Now move the tele- 
scope toward the sun and earth until 
the earth has a diameter of one sec- 
ond of arc, and its distance would then 
be but 1.033.000.000 miles—or less than 
the distance to Uranus. 
By straining 
the eyesight, the approaching astron- 
omer might see the earth as a bright 
needle point, if heated up like the sun, 
to shine "with brilliancy. 


Thus, so far as the universe is con- 
cerned, 
all 
habitable planets might 
come to an end without being missed. 
All forms of speech, waiting and use of 
words are useless in trying to describe 
how small the earth is in comparison 
with the quantity of matter known to 
exist. 
It makes no appreciable differ- 
ence -whether man exists or not. 
All 
planets are invisible from space, so the 
universe has not heard of the earth 
yet; or would care nothing for it or Us 
inhabitants if it had. 


Thus it can never be known whether 
the more than one hundred million vis- 
ible suns have habitable planets in mo- 
tion around them. 
Analogy, however, 
would naturally indicate 
that 
they 
have.

V -r__I nard’s picture of a dense 
region in the Milky Way. 
The original negative is 
made by the lenses of the telecamara 
and represents a very small section 
of the galaxy. Each spec is the image 
of a sun. 
Some of these are much 
larger, whiter and therefore hotter than 
ours, while others are cooler. 
The 
white patch in the region to the right 
is caused by confusion and mixture 
of light from thousands of suns, for 
every star is a sun. 
With a micro­ 
scope. the minute dots appear on the 
negative so delicate th at they cannot 
be copied In a cut. 
If we hold a photographic plate at 
the proper angle with the light the eye 
can detect fine graulatlons of silver 
bromide. If vision is acute. 
Let the 
images of the suns be finer than these, 
so small and closely condensed that 
tho full power of the largest, or forty- 
inch, telescope is just able to see them 
separated by minute spaces, they will 
look like points of the finest needles 
glittering iu the sidereal vault. 
Let us mount the giant telescope on 
a car on a level track, and start to the 
bank of stars. 
Let our speed be one 
mile per minute, without a stop, dur­ 
ing twenty-eight billion years. 
Then 
we will be half way to the Galactic 
belt or band of suns. 
This is on the 
assumption that its distance is so enor­ 
mous that light requires 5000 years to 
come thither. 
Many 
computations 
based on different methods have been 
made to find the distance to the Gal­ 
axy. 
All agree that the mighty void be­ 
tween us and the circle of pearl is im­ 
measurable 
by 
any 
instrumental 
means. 
But plans resting on gravita­ 
tional and photometric theorems have 
been tried by the ablest mathemati­ 
cians. 
From a careful study of all 
these, I believe that the milky circle 
Is farther away than 5000 light years; 
but in this note that distance is taken 
to be within bonds. 
Light is known with comparable pre­ 
cision to move with the utterly unthink­ 
able speed of 180,000 miles during each 
second of time; so the space traversed 
in one year is 5,S7<^,000,000,000—nearly 
six trillion miles. If the Galaxy is so 
far distant th at light requires 5000 
years to fly across the mighty wastes 
—and it is—then a train moving one 
mile per minute would require fifty- 
six billion years to reach it. 
At the end of twenty-eight billion 
years, a t the first station, let us halt 
and look at the stars in the circle with 
the great forty-inch eye. 
The tele­ 
scope will spread out the stars over 
four times the space, and their den­ 
sity will be one-fourth th at of the orig­ 
inal plate. 
The telescope, however, 
cannot magnify them; they -will look 
like minute points of light without di­ 
ameters. 
Now move on during four­ 
teen billion years more and the flying 
car will be one-fourth the dlstace as at 
first from the stars. 
This will make the area of the circle 
sixteen times the original, while the 
stellar points will be spread over it 
w’ith one-sixteenth the first density. 
The great lens will show space between 
the dots to better advantage, for their 
distance will be only fourteen billion 
car years. 
But sixteen times the area of the lu­ 
nar disk would be too large for study, 
so let attention be given to the stars 
near the centre at the next observa­ 
tion, which is to be made a t the end of 
a period of 13,952,472,000 years. 
The 
dots will I e well separated on the back­ 
ground of space. 
Dispense with all 
these except one, centre the telescope 
on that, and put an eye piece of high 
magnifying power on the telescope, 
and still continue the almost intermin­ 
able flight. 
Imagine the star set aside for obser­ 
vation to be exactly like our sun, with 
all the planets moving around it, pre­ 
cisely as in our own solar system. 
After the lapse of the 55,952,472,000 
years the distance to this star will be 
only twenty-five trillion miles, a mere 
nothing. It sounds quite familiar, how­ 
ever, for it is tlie distance of the near­ 
est neighbor the sun has. 
Still speed on, but count off years 
by millions in place of billions. For, to 
x’each the sun from its nearest neigh­ 
bor requires only 47,528,800 years at a 
mile per minute. 
After the further journey of thirty 
or forty million years or so the as.- 
tronomer must not leave the telescope, 
but m ust watch incessantly for the first 
appearance of the planets in revolution 
around the distant sun. 
The sun is one thousand times larg­ 
er than Jupiter. 
This planet shines 
with dull reflected light, and therefore 
cannot be seen from distances of a 
few trilllou miles. 
Let it become as 


bright as the sun. 'I hen it is doubtful 
if the telescope ou the car would be 
able to see it at first at a less distance 
than one minute of arc from the sun. 
owing to its bright glare. But tho an­ 
gular diameter of the moon is thirty- 
two minutes; so tho >first appcarance 
of a planet like our Jupiter would be 
when its place would be only one thir­ 
ty-second part of tho apparent diam­ 
eter of the moon. 
As the distance of 
Jupiter is 483,000,000 miles from the 
sun, the telescope and car must be dis­ 
tant 1,660.000.000,000 miles to make 
the 483,000,000 miles subside to one 
mnute of arc. 
'I'his is insiguiflcant, 
a number actually less than two tril 
lion. 
If to see .Tuplter at this distance, a 
world 1283 times larger than the earth, 
taxes the full power of the largest tel­ 
escope, what about the earth, only one- 
fifth Jupiter’s distance from the sun? 
It would be Invisible in the fierce light 
and the astronomer would not suspect 
its existence! 
Let him go on for moro than two 
million 
years 
longer—or until 
our 
earth’s distance from the sun would 
be one minute of arc also. He would 
then be 320,000,000,000 miles from the 
sun and earth. 
Neptune is less than 
3.000,000,000. 
At a distance of 320,- 
000,000.000 miles our earth would still 
be hidden, even if it burned and blazed 
with a brilliancy equal to that of the 
solar surface. 
Now move the tele­ 
scope toward tho sun and earth until 
the earth lias a diameter of one sec­ 
ond of arc, and its distance would then 
be but 1,033,000,000 miles—or less than 
the distance to Uranus. By straining 
the eyesight, the approaching astron­ 
omer might see the earth as a bright 
needle point, if heated up like the sun, 
to shine with brilliancy. 
Thus, so far as the universe is con­ 
cerned, 
all habitable planets might 
come to an end without being missed. 
All forms of speech, WTltlng and use of 
words are useless in trying to describe 
how small the earth is in comparison 
with the quantity of matter known to 
exist. 
It makes no appreciable differ­ 
ence whether man exists or not. 
All 
planets are invisible from space, so the 
universe has not heard of the earth 
yet; or would care nothing for It or its 
inhabitants if it had. 
Thus it can never be known whether 
the more than one hundred million vis­ 
ible suns have habitable planets In mo­ 
tion aroimd them. Analogy, however, 
would naturally indicate that they 
have.

New Tresspass Law* 
Harrisburg, May 12.—Under a law 
which has just been signed by Governor 
Pennypacker, hunters, ilsherman, berry 
pickers, and any others who like to roam 
through Avoods and fields, will be liable 
to a fine of §10 for trespass. The new law 
gives the owjier of any property tho right 
to put up trespass signs, and provides pun­ 
ishment for any one who enters on the 
property when such signs are displayed. 
Under the old law the only resourse 
left to tlie owners of land has been a suit 
to recover damages from those who tress­ 
pass on lands where signs had been post­ 
ed. Because it was in most cases impos­ 
sible to collect such damages, tresspass no­ 
tices have not been very common.

"Some years ago," he said, when he 
bad resumed his seat, "I hfid occasion 
to make a trip from New York to 
Galveston, Texas, by way of the Gulf 
tof Mexico. 
My object was partly 
business and partly pleasHre. I sailed 
on one of the steamers of a line which 
plies regularly between the two ports.

Nowhere does the constructive policy 
of President Diaz sbo-w to better ad- 
vantage than In the fostering of Mex- 
ican railway enterprise. During prac- 
tically the whole of the 
period 
of 
stormy warfare we have described, thp 
means of communication in the coun- 
try hardly amounted to more than a 
network of wretched bridle paths from 
tbe central upland over the mountain 
parses to the plains, leading to a few 
of the harbors on both seae, says Mr.

Then came the direct line 
irom Vera Cruz to the capital, with a 
branch to Puebla.
